He visited the Walsall FC ground but also 
stopped off to rally support at such places as 
Walsall College, where Joel’s mother Suzi 
works, and Wood Green Academy and Stu¬ 
art Bathurst schools in Wednesbury. 

Crowds of pupils and students flocked to 
see the reality TV star, and while at Bescot 


he was even allowed on the hallowed turf. 
He said it was ‘an honour’ to be taking to 
the pitch to raise funds for the two charities. 

Smile for Joel was founded in memory of 
Walsall FC fans 19-year-old Joel Richards 
and grandfather Patrick Evans, 78, both 
from Wednesbury, and Joel’s uncle Adrian 
Evans, aged 49, from Bilston, who were all 
killed in the massacre at the holiday resort 
of Sousse in Tunisia 2015. The charity helps 
families who are victims of traumatic be¬ 
reavement. 

Managing the two celebrity teams will be 
glamour model Katie Price, for the Smil¬ 
ing Saddlers taking on Compton Wolves, 
managed by singer and Coronation Street 
star Shayne Ward. Other celebrities taking 


part include Calum Best, Jake Wood, Joe 
Calzaghe and Wayne Bridge. 

The visit by James came ahead of a gruel¬ 
ling fundraising effort by a team from Smile 
for Joel including Joel’s brother Owen Rich¬ 
ards who survived the horror in Tunisia. 

He and a group of fundraisers took part 
in the weekend’s Birmingham 10K event in 
memory of Joel, Patrick and Adrian and ‘all 
those who never came home’. 

They raised over £1,500 for the charity. 
And they got celebrity backing from Span- 
dau Ballet frontman Tony Hadley who was 
pictured donning a Smile For Joel wrist¬ 
band in support.

Campaign launched over eyesore derelict building 


ACTION CALL ON 
'DANGER' PUB 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched demanding action over 
a eyesore pub which is the target of anti-social-behav- 
iour and arsonists with residents claiming it is a danger 
to the community. 

The former Cottage Pub in Hobs Road,Wednesbury, has sat vacant for 
the last 10 years and is in a state of disrepair. Youths regularly break in 
to the site and fires are started with 999 crews being called twice in the 


last fortnight alone, residents com 

Campaigners have now launched a pe¬ 
tition calling on Sandwell Council, West 
Midlands Police and West Midlands Fire 
Service to ‘work together and address the 
issues’ of the site. 

“This petition arises from ongoing prob¬ 
lems with the general condition, anti-social 
behaviour, concerns regarding health and 
safety and fire risk, and possible rat infes¬ 
tation,” it states. 

“We consider this untidy site to be a dan¬ 
ger to public health, an eyesore and detri¬ 
mental to the local amenity.” 

The Cottage Pub was once considered 
a ‘garden pub’ within the community and 
residents recalled enjoying good times 
there. 

But it now lies abandoned. All the win¬ 
dows and doors have been removed, and 
the inside is filled with rubbish while parts 
of the structure is coming down. 

Wednesbury North Councillor Elaine 
Costigan, who launched the campaign 
alongside fellow ward councillors Peter 
Hughes and Tony Meehan, said the peti¬ 
tion will be calling on Sandwell Council to 
‘serve notice on the land owner’. 

“The fire brigade have been down to 
the pub twice in the last two weeks,” she 
said. “I saw about eight kids climbing over 
the wall the other day. It is a danger to

everybody. We feel more needs to be done. 
It’s been empty and derelict for around 10 
years.” 

Joan Woodcock, aged 77, whose home 
backs onto the ground, said she and her 
husband John, 76, had to cancel their hol¬ 
iday plans in fear their property would get 
damaged. 

“The situation is terrible really,” said 
Joan. “How a kid hasn’t been hurt and 
killed. We would like to see the pub pulled 
down.” 

Norman Davies, aged 69, of Jockey Lane, 
called the state of the grounds ‘absolutely 
disgusting’. 

“It is disgraceful, and it should never have 
been allowed to get into that state,” he said. 

The petition is calling on Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil is to serve an amenity notice on the land 
owner under section 215 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act 1990. 

This power provides local governments, in 
certain circumstance, to take steps requir¬ 
ing land to be cleaned up when its condition 
affects the an area’s appearance. 

More than 80 people have so far signed 
the petition.

Takeover hope for 
old shopping centre 

CALLS have been made for a derelict shop¬ 
ping centre in West Bromwich to be rede¬ 
veloped. The Farley Centre site, based off 
High Street, has stood vacant for around a 
year and has been continually blighted by 
litter, graffiti and pot holes. Councillor Bawa 
Dhallu, who represents the West Bromwich 
Central ward, said that he understands the 
site has now been sold. 

It was put on the market for £1.75 million 
in November last year by Liverpool-based 
property consultancy firm Bennett, who are 
offering a long leasehold on the site. 

Councillor Dhallu said: “I have been told 
that the site has been sold. If that’s so then 
it is very good news that someone can take 
it over.”

HUNDREDS gathered to 
pay their respects at the 
funeral of a much-loved fig¬ 
ure in Walsall and the show¬ 
man community. 

James Joseph Williams, 
known as ‘Jimmy Jos’, died on 
April 3 at the age of 63, after 
a long battle with cancer and 
heart disease. 

Family and friends from across 
the United Kingdom gathered at All 
Saints Church in Bloxwich, to pay 
tribute to the husband, father and 
grandfather, who was born and bred 


in Wednesbury. Mr Williams, who 
later lived in Pelsall and Leamore, 
was a prominent figure within the 
showman community and travelling 
funfairs, in particular Walsall-based 
Pat Collins Funfairs. 

He was the former president of the 
Showmen’s Guild of Great Britain. 

The funeral, which started at 
12.30pm on Thursday, was followed 
by the cremation at Streetly Cremato¬ 
rium and wake at The Ramada Hotel 
in Sutton Coldfield. Friend and fellow 
Showmen’s Guild member John Cu- 
line MBE, paid an emotional tribute 
to Mr Williams in the packed-out 
church. 


He said: “Jimmy was a good hus¬ 
band, father, grandfather and a good 
friend to us all. He would tell you 
these stories that you’d know were 
true because he’d tell you the exact 
same story again 10 years later. I’m 
proud to be a friend and colleague of 
him. God bless you Jimmy Jos - we 
love you and I’ll see you again mate.” 

Mr Williams is survived by his 
wife, two daughters, one son and 
nine grandchildren. He was the driv¬ 
ing-force behind the Showman’s war 
memorial in the National Memorial 
Arboretum in Alrewas, Staffordshire. 

Some of those who attended gath¬ 
ered in The Showman Pub in Blox¬ 


wich across the road from the church 
before the funeral. 

The pub is named after the show¬ 
man community in the area. 

Both the upstairs and the down¬ 
stairs of the church were packed-out 
with guests who attended to pay their 
respects. 

The service concluded with a read¬ 
ing of The Showmen’s Prayer. 

A statement from the family said: 
“Jimmy had a great sense of humor 
with an easy going manner. He had 
a incredible guild career which has 
earned him the uttermost respect. 

“He will be greatly missed by his 
family and friends.”

To Sir With Love 

Birmingham Repertory Theatre

THE gasps of astonishment and dis¬ 
taste that repeatedly swept through 
the audience are true testament to 
the impact of this production - and of 
the young cast which took it on. 

It was quite shocking to witness the 
casual racism so commonplace and 
unapologetically spouted in a time 
which seems a century away, certainly 
not in living memory. 

The aggressive, offensive language 
was unpalatable for many in the au¬ 
dience with an audible disquiet. The 
dialogue must have seemed quite 
shocking and almost unbelievable to 
the members of The Young Rep who 
delivered mature and confident per¬ 
formances. 

To Sir With Love was, of course, a 
hugely successful film in 1967 starring 
Sidney Poitier and Lulu - prompting 
her number one single of the same 
name. It is based on E R Braithwaite’s 
autobiographical novel of 1959. 

It follows the fortunes of an edu¬ 
cated black American engineer who, 
while struggling to find work, takes 
up a job teaching at an inner city Lon¬ 
don school. Social and racial tensions 
are at the centre of the story as the 
mild-mannered, dignified and respect¬ 
ful teacher battles to tame the disen¬ 
chanted young adults before him. 

The storyline is very similar in this 
adaptation although set in Birming¬ 
ham and there is a little more humour 
included. Runs at Birmingham Rep 
until Saturday May 6.

Titan-ic tailbacks after walkies on M5

“I CAN’T ever remember the motor¬ 
way being closed for a pet before.” 

Those are the words of an ‘embar¬ 
rassed’ - but relieved - dog owner 
after his pooch ran onto a busy mo¬ 
torway, and lived to tell the tale. 

The M5 was closed both ways 
last Thursday while emergency ser¬ 
vices tried to retrieve Titan after his 
im-pawsible journey onto the motor¬ 
way at Junction 1 for West Bromwich. 

The four-year-old Akita doggedly 
evaded capture for around an hour 
before being collared. Posts on social 
media showed officers running down 


the hard shoulder as Titan scampered 
in between vehicles. 

Mr Samara said: “We’ve got build¬ 
ers around regularly for an extension 
at the back where Titan’s area is. I 
went out after breakfast to take him 
for a walk but the builders had left a 
gate wide open and he wasn’t there 
and I thought ‘oh no’. So I contacted 
Sandwell Council and informed the 
police there was a dog on the loose. 

“I started walking around the area 
hoping he was in a local park. Just 
after midday I got a call saying there 
was a dog on the M5. It was a mixture 


of worry and relief when the police 
said they had found him.” 

Lorry driver Peter Wright helped 
corner Titan on the motorway, before 
police officers dropped him back at 
the house where Mr Samra lives with 
his grandparents. 

Energetic Titan showed little sign 
of having brought the Midlands trans¬ 
port network to a grinding halt. Mr 
Samra, who lives in West Bromwich 
High Street, said: “I do feel a bit em¬ 
barrassed because of the delays every¬ 
one faced and the trouble the police 
went through, but I’m glad he’s safe.” 


Mixed reaction to latest 
reported crime figures 


SURPRISE, confidence and fears 
- community leaders have given 
a mixed reaction to figures which 
show reported crime has risen 
across the West Midlands. 

The figures from the Office for National 
Statistics showed recorded offences had 
gone up 10 per cent in the West Midlands, 
and 14 per cent in Staffordshire. 

The statistics, comparing 2015 with 2016, 
also gave a breakdown for categories of crime. 
They showed incidents of violence had risen in 
both regions. But Christine Baron, secretary of 
the Stafford Borough Crime Prevention Panel, 
said: “I do get regular updates on the crime fig¬ 
ures and I must say I’m surprised about this 
recent increase. 

“Yes, there are some problems, we hear of 
break-ins and vandalism, but I don’t hear of 
anything too serious in this area. People aren’t 
living in fear of crime.” 

Ms Baron said there had, however, been an 
increase in pickpocketing in Stafford. She urged 
people to take care of their valuables when out 
shopping. The figures showed shoplifting had 
increased in Stafford to 649 incidents in 2016 
from 594, but thefts from a person had dropped 
from 46 to 44 incidents. 

Nothing 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, leader of Walsall 
Council, said people living in Walsall did live in 
fear of crime. 

He said: “If you go to any community group, 
go to a meeting, speak to members, they will 
tell you they do not see enough police about. 

“They will tell you they do fear crime. I’m 
afraid it is getting worse, you go down to an 
industrial yard, hear an intruder alarm, but 
you see nothing happening. It is a trend, and 
unfortunately where you live does have a factor 
on the crime around you. Walsall is no rural 
village in Staffordshire.” 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of the con¬ 
servative party in Dudley, said: “In Dudley, I 
think it is one of the safest places I know to 
live. 

Councillor Preet Gill, Sandwell cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and protection, said: “We 
need to be careful when taking in these figures. 

“If more crimes are reported it may not just 
simply mean more are taking place. It can be 
that awareness has improved or trust in the 
police has gone up.” She added: “You get peaks 
and troughs in crime.”

“It’s been a hard experience for 
me but a joy that it has come to¬ 
gether so well now. 

“We are growing from reception 
up each year and we can’t wait to 
see what the future holds.”

Railway trespass 
number on rise 

MORE people than ever in the West 
Midlands are endangering their lives 
by trespassing on rail tracks, new fig¬ 
ures reveal. 

There were 588 trespass incidents 
in the region last year - a rise of two 
per cent compared to 2015 - accord¬ 
ing to data from Network Rail and the 
British Transport Police. 

There were 58 children caught by 
police too, with boys aged 14 to 16 
being the main offenders and peaks 
coinciding with school holidays. 

Insp Dave Rams, from West Mid¬ 
lands British Transport Police, said: 
“We believe the number of children 
we encounter trespassing every year 
is just the tip of the iceberg.” 

Appeal is made on 
tackling pollution 

CAMPAIGNERS have urged West 
Midlands mayor candidates to commit 
to tackling air pollution. 

A doctor from Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Hospitals Trust and 
academics from the University of Bir¬ 
mingham have signed a letter to the 
candidates. They said: “From Wolver¬ 
hampton to Coventry, legal limits of 
air pollution are broken in every local 
authority in the West Midlands. We 
need our leaders to act.” 

Sarah Gray, of the British Lung 
Foundation, said: “Air pollution is 
pernicious in the way that it unknow¬ 
ingly finds its way into our respiratory 
system.” 

Lions roar back 
in 140-mile ride 

TWO Midland members of a national 
organisation cycled from Blackpool to 
Birmingham in aid of charity. 

Simon Moss and Japp De Jonge 
from Birmingham arrived in the city 
on Monday. 

They attended the annual conven¬ 
tion of Lions Clubs of England Scot¬ 
land, Wales and Ireland which was 
held in the seaside town on Saturday 
- and cycled back. 

Their journey was more than 140 
miles which raised funds for charity 
Hearing Dogs for the Deaf.

Oldbury officer doing skydive for BHF 


AN Oldbury police officer will be tak¬ 
ing the plunge and doing a skydive in 
aid of man who died of a heart attack 
whilst out cycling. Pc Keith Tedds, 
aged 33, who has served for 11 years 
in the force, is doing the dive for the 
British Heart Foundation 
Mr Colin Vaines who passed away, 
suffered a heart attack whilst out on 
his bike on the Drayton Road. 


He was cycling up a steep hill when 
Pc Tedds, just behind him, saw him 
lose balance and fall off his bike in the 
road. Pc Tedds immediately stopped 
and rushed over to help. 

Colin was suffering from a heart 
attack, and Pc Tedds, being the only 
person at the scene who was first-aid 
trained, took the lead role, saying “it 
was all on me”. He attempted CPR on 


Mr Vaines, but he sadly died shortly 
after medics arrived. 

The ambulance service attempted 
to shock Mr Vaines three times with 
a defibrillator, but nothing could be 
done to save the cyclist. This came 
after a doctor’s appointment just two 
weeks prior, where Colin was told 
that one of the valves to his heart was 
blocked. PC Tedds wants defibrilla¬ 


tors to be available in rural locations, 
as they can increase the chances of 
survival from a heart attack by at least 
10 per cent. The skydive is at Skydive 
Tilstock in Whitchurch on August 18. 
Mr Vaines’ two children, 10-year-old 
daughter Aurora, and nine-year-old 
son Elliott will be watching on. An¬

Sunny start 
for wartime 
collection 
of writings 

A BOOK consisting of short stories 
and poems which were inspired by the 
Second World War has been launched 
by a Black Country writing group. 

The poems and short stories from 
the Oldbury Writing Group were 
unveiled recently. The book, called 
‘From Sunrise to Sunset: A World 
War Two Anthology’, focuses on peo¬ 
ple and their individual experiences, 
rather than the war as a whole. 

It features a wide range of charac¬ 
ters and themes; including a grieving 
mother, a Spitfire pilot, women of the 
war, PoW camps, the fall of Warsaw 
and contributions made by people 
from the Caribbean and Asia.

Payouts and few repairs 
but still hole lot of fury 


■TOP OF 
j.HE POTS 

POTHOLES are making headlines again 
this week with more reports of damaged 
roads from readers, some good news 
in Staffordshire and anger in the Black 
Country as one road is repaired - ahead 
of major works! 

In Pensnett, council workers were spotted 
filling in holes on the High Street sparking 
comment on Twitter as the road is set undergo 
roadworks. 

There is a £6 million scheme planned which will 
see it widened and have new pedestrian crossings. 
However ward councillor Judy Foster said action 
was needed now to deal with the hazardous road. She 
said: “The new scheme is at the High Oak End and 
we are aware that there are some ruts in the road 
at the junction with High Street near that location 
which might pose a hazard for pedestrians.” 

Meanwhile, work has at last begun repairing a 
succession of potholes and sunken drains around the 
junction 11 island of the M6. 

Compensation 

Figures revealed by the Chronicle last week 
showed payouts of £3,360 had been made to driv¬ 
ers for damage caused in the area over the last four 
years. In total compensation payments of almost 
£350,000 have been paid out by Staffordshire County 
Council because of damage caused by potholes in the 
last four years - with one driver receiving more than 
£4,600, the figures have revealed. 

But reports are still coming in. Glenn Sealey of 
Cannock sent us a picture of a severe pothole on the 
road out of Cannock, in Heath Hayes. 

He said: “For anyone hitting it goes in on a down¬ 
ward slide, and then hits the almost vertical wall 
meaning a small car could become trapped and as it 
would be under way a serious incident would occur. 
A large car could sustain damage. Anyone on a mo¬ 
torcycle is going to be off with the consequences of 
being hit by other traffic.” 

Jo Well reported a number of large deep pot¬ 
holes on the A449 between Stewponey junction and 
Lawnswood Rd junction in Kingswinford. She said: 
“There is a strong possibility of an accident on this 
busy, fast road as drivers swerve to avoid them.” 

Adrian Gallis complained that Wombourne in 
South Staffordshire had been ‘seemingly forgotten 
by Staffordshire highways department’.

He said: “The whole village is blighted by pot¬ 
holes but one of the worst roads is a 200m stretch 
of Station Road starting at Ounsdale Road, there 
are at least 20 holes, some 3ins deep and others 
up to 3ft long. The potholes also continue down 
Bull Meadow Lane. Some holes in these roads 
were paint marked for repair months ago.” 

But even the repairs are being questioned. Staf¬ 
fordshire reader Richard Sears, of Hednesford, 
reported a pothole at the entrance of the Chase 
Golf Club and Spa on Pottal Pool Road in Can¬ 
nock in February. 

He said: “On the 27th April I received an email 
from Staffordshire County Council informing 
me that the pothole had been fixed. On the 29th

April I visited the Golf Club and took the oppor¬ 
tunity to inspect the repaired pothole. Indeed a 
repair had been made to the damaged area but 
unsurprisingly because the repair could best be 
described as shoddy, a pothole is already devel¬ 
oping.” 

And another reader sent us a picture of a deep 
hole in Love Lane, Great Wyrley, which is regu¬ 
larly used as a rat run for traffic trying to escape 
the A34 Walsall Road through the village. 

The Chronicle has invited readers to help us 
find the most pothole-plagued roads in the area 
which we will be flagging up to highways author¬ 
ities and pushing for priority repairs. We will be 
revealing the most problematic areas soon.

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Lock-up for 
teen driver 
in four-mile 
police chase 

A TEENAGE driver went on a four- 
mile rampage which a police officer 
labelled ‘one of the worst pieces of 
driving’ he had seen. 

Jahed Ahmed, aged 18, careered 
around Black Country streets at up 
to 90mph and only ‘miraculously’ 
avoided injuring other motorists - 
while passengers in his car lobbed 
objects at chasing police. 

During the pursuit around Walsall 
and Wednesbury, Ahmed failed to 
give way at junctions, used a bollard 
as a roundabout and sped through 
a red light - narrowly avoiding hit¬ 
ting a mini bus. Officers tried to get 
him to stop but he refused and was 
followed by a marked police car for a 
seven-minute chase, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The court was told how Ahmed had 
taken his sister’s Ford Fiesta on Jan¬ 
uary 9 without permission and had 
four other passengers on board, who 
attempted to throw objects from the 
car at the police vehicle. 

Sentencing Ahmed to eight months 
in a young offenders’ institution, 
Judge James Burbidge QC said: “A Pc 
said this was one of the worst cases [of 
dangerous driving] he had seen.” 

Ahmed, of Vicarage Road, Wednes¬ 
bury, pleaded guilty to two charges of 
dangerous driving and driving with¬ 
out insurance. He was also banned 
from driving for two years and 10 
months. Edward Soulsby, defending 
barrister, said Ahmed had no previ¬ 
ous convictions. He added: “This is a 
young man who has wept at the pros¬ 
pect of what he was facing.” 


Police in swoop 
on immigration 

ONE man was arrested for a pub¬ 
lic order offence and fined £80 fol¬ 
lowing an immigration operation in 
Sand well. 

Officers from Smethwick worked 
with Sandwell Council to carry out 
the operation which targeted modern 
slavery. Two men were also dealt with 
regarding immigration issues, a police 
spokesman said. 

“One man was arrested for a pub¬ 
lic order offence, he received an £80 
penalty,” the spokesman said. “Two 
men were dealt with for immigration 
issues.” 

The operation was carried out 
under the Safer Six campaign, which 
is run in Sandwell between the coun¬ 
cil, police and other organisations to 
improve the borough.

33 facing action over 
Tunisia terror attack 


THIF Y-THREE people are being prosecuted over the Tuni¬ 
sia hotel massacre which left 30 British holidaymakers - in¬ 
cluding three members of a Black Country family - dead, it 
has been reported. 

Members of the security forces and hotel guards are believed to be 
among those charged with failing to help tourists. 


A British judge has already con¬ 
demned the police response to the 
deadly attack on the resort as ‘at best 
shambolic, at worst cowardly’ at the 
victims’ inquests. 

Suzy Richards, from Wednesbury, 
who lost her son, brother and father 
in the attack, said she had not been in¬ 
formed about the prosecutions. 

Joel Richards, aged 19, his grand¬ 
father Patrick Evans, 78, and uncle 
Adrian Evans, 44, a Sandwell Council 
worker from Bilston, died as crazed 
gunman Seifeddine Rezgui shot tour¬ 
ists at the Rui Imperial Marhaba Hotel 
in 2015. Ms Richards’ other son Owen, 
who was 16 at the time, survived the 
attack. Sofiene Sliti, a spokesman for 
the Tunisian investigation, said: “The 
trial on the attack at the Imperial

Marhaba Hotel will begin on May 26.” 
It had previously been revealed that 
six hotel security guards had been 
charged for failing to protect holiday¬ 
makers. 

Ms Richards said: “I knew there had 
been several arrests but certainly not 
33. It is very upsetting not to be kept 
in the loop. We have never been given 
an option to attend, it is something we 
would have to fund ourselves. There 
has been very little communication 
from Tunisia.” 

The inquests heard how police and 
tourist security ‘deliberately and un¬ 
justifiably slowed their response’ as 
holidaymakers fled for their lives.

Police patrols stepped 
up in Bearwood park 


POLICE patrols have been 
stepped up in a Bearwood park 
after bike theft and anti-social 
behaviour. 

The reassurance patrols came after 
a surge of social media posts raising 
concerns about Lightwoods Park be¬ 
fore and during the Easter holidays. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cabinet 
member for leisure and also chairman of 
the Friends of Lightwoods Park group, 
said: “We get a pick up in things like this 
every spring and we need to get to the bot¬ 
tom of what has exactly happened. 

“The increase in police has come from the 
reports of bike thefts we have been having 
around the town and the park. A similar 
thing happened last year too. People were 
saying that their kids had been stopped and 
bikes taken from them and we had about 20 
reports of that last year. 

“So as local councillors we have taken 
this police measure as reassurance and to 
see if anything is going on.” 

During the Easter break, Smethwick Po¬ 
lice tweeted daily updates from the park. 

They stated: “Sergeant Griffiths in the 
sunshine @ Lightwoodshouse. Patrolling 
and meeting the public. These are reassur¬ 
ance patrols and foot patrols taking place to 
make sure that everyone is happy.” 

Resident Johnny Singh More said on 
Facebook: “People need to be encouraged 
to contact the police if they are affected. So 
many people have worked very, very hard 
to bring Bearwood back to life with Light¬ 
woods House.” 

It comes as the finishing touches were 
being put to the £5.2 million restoration 
of the grade Il-listed house and park last 
month. The run-down 19th century band¬ 
stand was also restored as part of the pro¬ 
ject. 

Project contractors Heritage Building 
and Conservation are now in the final 
stages of decorating, carpeting and carpen¬ 
try and it is expected that the house will 
reopen in the summer.

Hero customers wrestle 
bank raider to the floor 


A BANK robber was wrestled to the ground 
by have-a-go hero customers as he attempt¬ 
ed to raid a branch in Wednesbury. 

The unsuspecting crook was tackled as he went 
into Lloyds armed with a hammer. He is said to have 
made a series of threats before brave customers 


stepped in, managing to o 
to the ground. 

The would-be bank thief 
was held in place until the 
police arrived. 

The courageous custom¬ 
ers have been hailed as he¬ 
roes following their selfless 
actions. 

Wednesbury councillor 
Peter Hughes said the inci¬ 
dent would have been ‘ter¬ 
rifying’ for staff and people 
using the bank and called 
for those who intervened 
to be given awards for their 
actions. He said: “I heard 
somebody overpowered him 
and a couple of people wres¬ 
tled him to the ground. It 
sounded like they made a 
citizen’s arrest. 

“These people deserve 
some kind of award, the fact 
they have put themselves 
and risk to ensure the man 
was apprehended.” 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Brigg Ford 
said: “We received a 999 
call reporting a robbery in 
progress. A man carrying 
a hammer has gone in and 
made some threats.

No¬ 
body was hurt.” The drama 
unfolded at the branch on 
Walsall Street at shortly 
after 9am on Thursday. 
Councillor Hughes said he 
was proud of the custom¬ 
ers’ actions, even though it 
is not something he would 
advise. 

He said: “There have been 
quite a few incidents going 
on at banks locally and I 
know it is quite upsetting 
for staff. Banks tell staff not 
to get involved and to hand 
the money over. 

“This is typical of local 
people to try to do some¬ 
thing when they see some¬ 
thing like this going on - and 
the fact that more than one 
was prepared to try and stop 
it. I’m proud of them, even 
though I wouldn’t advise it.”

IT’S one of family travel’s trickiest conun¬ 
drums. 

How do you please mum and dad as well as the 
tiny travellers? How to balance a need for sand- 
castles with a desire to trek around real castles? 

The answer may well lie in two less familiar parts 
of that very familiar destination - the Costa del Sol, 
writes Victoria Pollitt. 

We mixed a city break in Malaga with child-friendly 
sun and swimming in Estepona - and everyone was 
happy. We flew with 
Norwegian Air, which 
is rapidly expanding 
its flights from Man¬ 
chester Airport. There 
was good legroom, dis¬ 
counts on child tickets 
and free WiFi on board 
with entertainment 
and children’s pro¬ 
grammes to watch on 
your own tablets and 
phones. It’s clear why 
the company has won 
Europe’s best low-cost 
airline for four years 
running. 

Our first stop - the 
city of Malaga - is often 

overlooked as just an airport. But this is a child-friendly 
city - ours loved walking around the 1,000-year-old for¬ 
tress palace Alcazaba and tasting tapas in Plaza de la 
Merced. There are gorgeous gardens, playgrounds a 
plenty plus a modern, renovated port area. 

There are beaches too. On Playa San Andres you can 
get a well-priced paella and a dip in the sea - 10 min¬ 
utes’ walk from our hotel. 

The Barcelo Malaga, next to the train station, is 
one of the most modern hotels around. Our suite was 
straight out of a designer’s dream and bath time will 
never be the same again for our six and two-year-old 
after enjoying the jacuzzi in the bathroom. 

They liked the slide almost as much. Not outside the 
hotel - this one is inside - taking guests from their 
tasty breakfast on the first floor down to reception to 
explore the city. 

After two days, it was time to head 50 miles south 
for part two. A good tip if you need car seats - there’s a 
company called Tots Store which provides proper mod¬ 
ern seats and meets you in arrivals at Malaga Airport 
to get you kitted out. 

Safely strapped in we 
head down the motor¬ 
way. Next stop relaxa¬ 
tion as we checked in 
at the Kempinski Hotel 
Bahia on the outskirts 
of Estepona. The town 
itself is more tradition¬ 
ally Spanish than the 
likes of Marbella and 
Torremolinos. Think 
packed plazas and tasty 
tapas at every turn. 

The Kempinski is 
the area’s premier 
hotel - and you can see 
why. It’s worth a stay 
here for the pool alone. Or should I say pools, there 
are four after all. 

The main children’s one is perfect for small swim¬ 
mers, winding its way under bridges and past trees so 
you can create your own adventures. 

The beach in front of the hotel has enough sand to 
bury a dad up to his knees, enough stones to keep a 
two-year-old happy and the gentle waves of the Medi¬ 
terranean inviting everyone in for a swim with views 
of Gibraltar on a clear day. 

The hotel has four restaurants, a spa, gym and in¬ 
door pool. Rooms are spacious and luxurious with 
beautiful views. It’s an upmarket hotel but caters for 
children well with a kids’ corner at the breakfast buf¬ 
fet, mini dressing gowns and an ice cream bar along 
with a children’s club at peak times. 

After five days, two hotels, one city and one town, 
our last night was the same as our first - the four of us 
sharing a paella at a beachfront restaurant. 

Even on a twin-stop balanced break there are some 
things equally popular with all of us.

Don't cry for me, 
Wolverhamoton 


I t took Emma Hatton approximately 
0.1 seconds to make a decision 
when she was asked to play the 
lead role in Evita. The actress and 
singer, best known for playing 
Elphaba in the West End production 
of Wicked, jumped at the chance to 
lead the line. 

Having starred in major musicals, playing Donna in 
Dreamboats and Petticoats, she was thrilled to playing 
the lead in one of the greatest musicals of all. 

Bill Kenwright’s production of Tim Rice 
and Andrew Lloyd-Webber’s Evita is on 
the road following its smash hit run at 
London’s Dominion Theatre. It will reach 
Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre on 
Tuesday and play until May 13. 

Telling the story of Eva Peron, wife 
of former Argentine dictator Juan Peron, 

Evita follows Eva’s journey from humble 
beginnings through to extraordinary wealth 
power and iconic status. She is ultimately 
heralded as the ‘spiritual leader of the 
nation’ by the Argentine people. 

Starring two of musical theatre’s 
most outstanding leading 
performers; Emma and Gian 
Marco Schiaretti, who is 
embarking on his first UK 
tour having played the title 
role in Disney’s production 
of Tarzan, audiences 
can anticipate a five-star 
performance. 

Evita has more than 20 
major awards to its credit 
and the Oscar-winning film 
version starred Madonna 
and Antonio Banderas. It

Emma has enjoyed picking up

“I’d never seen a production of it but had watched the 
film many years ago. It was nice to come into the project. 

I knew the bare bones of it and had a grasp of what it was 
about. I’ve had the opportunity to learn so much about 
her story and the Argentinian history but I wasn’t familiar 
with a lot of it before.” 

That knowledge gap proved advantageous to 
Emma , who was able to originate her character from 
scratch - rather than trying to imitate another actress’s 
performance. 

“Because I haven’t seen any of the productions, I don’t 
have anything else to go on. I’m stepping into quite big 
shoes with the people who have played it before. But 
it would be detrimental to think too much about what 
they’ve done. I don’t want to be caught up on others, I’d 
lose my confidence slightly. By approaching it myself, 
it’s completely my own take.”

Emma has led a varied career, playing in 

Dreamboats, We Will Rock You, Wicked 
and more. Her roles in Wicked and 
We Will Rock You won her a slew 
of Award nominations. But she’s 
enjoyed getting her teeth into a 
real character, rather than a 
fictional one. 

“I think it’s a very well 
known show that was very 
well written and is well 
loved. To portray a real life 
character is a privilege 
and something to be 
respected. And both 
vocally and in terms 
of acting, it’s been a 
massive challenge. I took 
the role as much to see 
whether I could do it or 
not. I like a challenge. It’s 
something very different to 
what I’ve done before. From 
a performing perspective, it’s 
important for people to see I’m 
versatile. Hopefully that will lead to 
a longer career.” 


The responses from theatre audiences up and down 
the country has been ecstatic. Emma’s been revelling 
in the joy that her characterisation has bought. “I didn’t 
realise how loved this show was. 

“The audiences have been very full houses and seem 
to really love the show. You feel that warmth from the 
show. Long may that last.” 

And yet Emma will be keen to do something different 
at the end of Evita’s present run. While she lives and 
breathes every moment, she’s tied to the diversity that’s 
present in her career and relishes taking on different 
roles. 

“I was the original cast for Dreamboats. I got to work 
with the writers and worked closely with them on the 
characterisation and the script. The music of that era was 
so gorgeous and then moving on to do We Will Rock You, 
then Wicked, gave me the opportunity to do something 
different. I enjoy that. 

“I think there’s a difference between being in the 
West End and being on the road. The routine is very 
different and the discipline has to be a lot stronger on 
tour because of the travelling and what it takes out of your 
body. To be on the road, you’re living out of a suitcase 
and are away from your family. You need more strength 
of character. You’re away from loved ones and your own 
bed. But you get to go to your beautiful cities and see 
beautiful theatres. And every part of the UK and Europe 
has a very different vibe. 

“I hadn’t toured for a while so I was ready to get on the 
road and show the UK what we’re about.” 

Another suitcase another hall. Emma’s role in Evita is 
the classic case of life imitating art.

So the proud new father believes 
this is the perfect time to be going 
on tour. “Gigs have become very 
cathartic for me, as things are so 
hectic at home,” he said. 

For him, being on stage is now 
the equivalent of going to the pub 
or the cinema. 

“Our baby is only two months 
old, so it’s obviously the perfect 
time for me to be leaving home for 
several weeks,” said the funnyman. 

“It has to be said, I’m not terribly 
popular at home. But I’m assuming 
that by the time I get back home, 
my daughter will be toilet-trained, 
capable of dressing herself and 


able to drive.” Richardson’s new 
show, Old Man - a follow up to 
Funny Magnet and Nidiot - is 
packed with reflections on the trials 
and tribulations of new fatherhood. 

He even discloses some of the 
more bizarre incidents that have 
occurred since the new arrival. 

One of Jon’s main worries is 
that his daughter will grow up 
resembling him. “What I’m dreading 
is raising her to be like me,” he 
says. “If I hear her saying, ‘I can’t 
eat that chip because it’s touched 
those baked beans’, I’ll know she 
got too much of me in her!” 

He adds: “I’m determined not to 
talk about my baby in a way that’s 
alienating. 

But it’s been such a big change 
in my life that I can’t not talk about 


it. It’s also nice to have something 
new to stress about.” 

The comedian, who has starred 
on such TV shows as 8 out of 10 
Cats Does Countdown, Have I 
Got News For You, Live At The 
Apollo, Channel 4’s Comedy Gala 
Live At The 02 and more recently 
Taskmaster on Dave has been 
attracting a host of critical plaudits 
and performs at Birmingham’s 
Hippodrome tonight (Thursday). 

But, much as he loves touring, 
Richardson reveals: “I’ll have a 
break over the summer.

M asterChef fans are a loyal 
lot. It’s genuinely accepted 
these days that the show 
only becomes compulsive viewing 
in the final week, so top marks if 
you’ve managed to stay the course 
again throughout its 12th series. 

At least there have been plenty of 
variety in the tasks, as increasingly 
svelte pudding-king Gregg Wallace 
and sidekick John Torode have 
gone about their business whittling 
down the original 64 contenders. 

There have been Calling Cards, 
Invention Tests, Critic’s Meals and 
Chef’s Tables, as well as heats, 
knockout weeks, team relays and 
trips abroad. 

Some would say it’s almost as 
confusing as the cooks’ 
complicated dishes. 

This week has already been a 
gruelling one for the finalists 
attempting to bake, fry, steam, roast 
and boil their way to success. 

On Monday, the remaining five 
went to Winfield House, the official 
residence of the US ambassador to 
the UK, where they had just four 


hours to serve a five-course dinner 
with an American theme for the 
diplomat and his guests, under the 
watchful eye of Michelin-starred 
chef Paul Ainsworth. 

Then on Wednesday, the surviving 
four embarked on a culinary 
adventure in South Africa, where 
their skills will be pushed to the limit 
in three demanding tests involving a 
braai (a traditional South African 
barbecue), a lunch service at The 
Test Kitchen, ranked as one the 
world’s top 25 restaurants, and a 
dinner fit for Cape Town’s cultural 
and culinary elite. 

Then last night, the chefs were 
whittled down again as they faced 
the toughest challenge of the 
competition - the Chef’s Table. 

First, they were out to impress 
judges Wallace and Torode with a 
classic dish that bears their own 
personal stamp. 

Then the remaining trio got the 
chance to cook a three-course lunch 
menu alongside modern culinary 
legend Sat Bains at his two-Michelin- 
starred restaurant in Nottingham. 


However, to add to the pressure, a 
table of the UK’s finest chefs - 
Shaun Rankin, Steve Groves, Tom 
Kitchin, Paul Ainsworth, Ashley 
Palmer-Watts and Clare Smyth - 
were waiting with knives and forks in 
hand to sample their efforts. 

Tonight, the formidable seven- 
week contest reaches its climax and 
the finalists are pushed to the limit 
one last time. 

This is their chance to show 
everything they have learned, and 
over three hours demonstrate what 
sort of cook they have become. 

They must produce three 
exceptional courses, push the 
culinary boundaries and give the 
judges an awe-inspiring tasting. 

Then it’s over to Wallace and 
Torode to decide which of the trio 
deserves to succeed last year’s 
victor Jane Devonshire and be 
crowned MasterChef Champion 
2017. 

Despite MasterChef the series 
being a slog at times, this final 
should, like any mouthwatering 
starter dish, leave fans wanting more.
